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tn the last number which | appeared in 
March of the Nuval ond Bfilitary Record | 
there isto be found an interesting article 
entitled “ Some Lessons from the Far East,” 
which is at times amasing, if not always 
just. The anonymous author com- 
mences by saying that perhaps the most 
salutary Jesson which the war in the Far 
Fast is teaching to Europe in general, and 
to England in part iculur, is that which 
shows that two Great Powers can engage m 
a life-and-death struggle and yet keop their 
‘own counsel, “He goes on, Tightly euough, 
to allude to the fact which was utterly lost 
sight of dur ng the Boer war, namely “ that. 
it is quite possible to glean most valnuble 
information from the newspapers of your 
opponent if he is only fool enough tu keep. 
oa printing all that he can possibly find out 
concerning the movements of his own 
troops.” ‘That the Boers were very largely" 
helped by information telegraphed to Eng- 
land and thenee transmitted again té South 
Africa, we imagine that no one will deny , 
nor is the charge of folly too strong for the 
zonduct of..those- who acted as did many 
British correspondents in South Africa. So 
far we have no reason to quarrel with the, 
writer in the Naval and Military Record. But 
he proceeds to assert that itis high time 
that a check be placed upon the energies of 
the daily Press, in time of war, and to 
« disabuse this section of newspaperdom of 
on idea that the Publie (with a big P) 
insist on knowing all about tho war.” The 
response to this, says the critic whom we 
are quoting, is that it is not the Public but 
the Press which insists upon ‘knowing, 
aot only knowing, but’ publiehing all that 
it can find out, “We want to know—of 
‘course we want to know as much as pos- 
“sible when our own country is engaged in | 
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“war—but if an ukase were proclaimed that | 
“no correspondents were to accompany our 
“army or our fleet_in time of war, the 
“ probability is that the inhabitants ot these 
“Golands would take it with a degree of 
“calmness and philosophy which would 
“amaze the Fourth Estate.’ In fact, the 
special correspondent magnifies his own 
importance, the writer thinks, and the 
newspaper man, recognising ouly two enti- 
ties, the Press and Public, allows his judg- 
ment to be led astray by “ much catering to 
the many-headed.” ‘Then, referring to the 
way in which people are apt to quote the 
particular newspaper which thoy happen to 
read, the Nuval and Military Record eritic 
conelides his lesson to the Press thus:— 
“Jon remarked to hik friends a 
“memorable occasion, ‘No doubt but that 
“ye are the people, and wisdom will die 


upon 


“with you,’ and, perhaps, Japan and Rus- 
“gia might nowadays quote that pithy 
“saying to the distinct disadvantage of 
“Baropean civilisation when they compare 
“ the amount of war news. which they allow 
“to be published with the amount given to 
“the world in similar circumstances by 
‘other nations,” 

Now we believe that the writer ix quite 
jnetified in praising the ‘manner in which 
Japan and Russia have enforced reticence 
upon the flock of war correspondents who 
have descended upon them iit gearch of 
news, Both countries have undoubtedly 
taken to heart the facts brought out in this 
connection during the South African War. 
But it is not fair surely to lay the whole 
blame for the avidity with which the public 
(or the Public, if that be preferred) is ac- 
customed now to look’ for telegraphic 
information about any big war. There was 
always a publie—though not so lurge as 
to-day—eager to learn the latest news about 
‘events likely to have a great political in- 
fluence in the world; but, knowing they 
would have to wait for their thirst to be 
gratified, they waited. Tho Press has, with 


the aid of telegraphy and modern methods 
generally,'sucéeeded in supplying the news in 
the éourse of hours where previously days 
and weeks were required; that is, it has 
succeeded, except where a censorship steps 
in such as exists at the moment at the seat 
of war. - This is very lamentable, of course, 
but must therefore'a pointed attack be made 
on the Press for catering to the “ many- 
headed”? The “ many-headed” must have 
something to eccupy the mind in its many 
heads, we might argue; and whether is the 
lutest war news or the latest indifferent cheap 
literature the more deleterious? It seems 
to us unjust to make the Press the party to 
be blamed, If a general attack were made. 
on the excessive speed of modern life, one- 
might be disposed to agree. But should 
one not then advocate Jess popular education 
first, to deprive the -pandering Press of its 
too many-headed Public? We should have to 
believe thut the Press bad made the Pubhe if 
we accepted such criticisms as some of those 
which we have quoted. We have little 
sympathy with the war correspondent who 


cries over ink spilt in vain, or because, he 
cannot get anything to spill his ink over, 
But we must protest that a sweeping con- 
demnation of all daily papers‘as unduly, 
demanding news for their readers, as a right; 
and at anyone's expense, is totally unjust.

Japan: Aspects and Dentinics, By W. PeTRIB 

Warsos. London: Grant Richards. - 

OF hooks about Japan there is no end. Jupan 
is nota country to which one can recommend 
porsons suffering from cacocthies sevibendi to. 
exile themselves with prospect of a cure, for 
conditions in Japan offer on’ overpowering 
temptation to the visitor to “write a book.” 
Tho catulogrue of books on Jupan affords abun- 
dant confirmation of this fact, for thore are 
many authors in tho list whoso acquiintance with 
Japun might have beon mado on a Cook’s tourist 
ticket. Mir, Watson’s book can hardly be classed 
as one of those, though it containy nothing of 


. fact in its ‘pages’ which can be regarded as 


essentially new to thoso. who aro: already 
fomiliar with the island empire. "Tho author's 
qualitications ure those of a journalixt who has 
followed his vocation in the country for the 
‘space of throo or four years, and tho uso he’ 
_ nade of his powors of obsorvution ond trained 
inquisitivencss hus resulted in a volume which, 
gives the reader in a compendicus: form a 
cleaxur conception of the life ‘of the nation 
in its various aspocts then any ono-volumo 
work we aro acquainted with. No country 
in the world ja better worth wricing obout 
than tho Japan of to-day, where wo seo the old 
order in collision with the now; sad whon it is 
done intolligently and the picture is faithfully 
depicted it is ono of engrossing interest to 
. everybody who is more or less a student of 
socjal, economic, or political progress, and hero- 
in lies the morit- of Mr, ‘Watson's book. 
Events, the author pleads, aro chiefly guilty 
or this book boing issivd ut 8 momont when 
tho Far East hoa bevome the world’s moving 
anaicty, but since it has hit the “ psychological 
moment” in its full careor, it may prove o 
stroke of good fortune alike for the author and 
his publisher, This is not, howover, to say that 
the book contains much that directly bears 
npon’ the Titanio stmggile now proceeding, ex- 


’ eapt: in its political chapters. The chiof merit: 


of the book, as wae. havo said, consists in its in- 
teresting doseriptions of the social, industrial 
and political conditions, which wo may describo 
as word-pictures in un unusual setting, That is 
to sey, the author has made his study from 4 
rather novel view-point, and has giver the rasult 
in a stylo which is at onco lucid and picturesque, 
hough ut times it suffers from the defoct of pro- 
lixity,’ The volume is, “Tight reading” in spite 
of the somewhat ponderous title given.to it, and 
tha leisure hour may be very pleasantly ond 
profitably beguiled by its pages. Each chapter 
<—thore aro thirty-sevon of them—deals with o 
different subject, and the “aspects” ure not 
uly interestingly but ou the whole very accu- 
rately described.

_ QUESTIONS, ; 

Mr, Rumsaun put the following questions 
standing in his name :— 

1, Will the Presidont be good enough tohare 
the Drainage Plans of the folluwing blocks of 
puildingra-circulated and laid on the table (a) 
Nos. 487 to 491, Quéon’s Rond West situate on 
ae portion of Marino Lot No, 126, (xecontly 
rected); (b} Nos. 174 to 190, Dos Vooux Road 
West 9 houses, situate on the Sontharn Portion 
of Prayx Roclamition of Marine Lot No. 58, 
(recontly orected); and (e) tho blooks of build- 
ings, xituate.on Marino Lot No 22, (Lt or 15 
houses, now noaring completion) ? 

2, As on roforonce tothe plans above referred

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Road West wera submitted provious to 1901,! 
but comply with No. 39 of tho drainage! 
byo-laws of that Ordinanea. (c): Drainage plans 
of 14 or 15 houses on MLL. 22 were submitted 
under the Ordinance 13 of 1901 and comply 
with No. 38 of the drdinage bye-laws of that 
Ordinance. 

3. Slops and foul waters are only permitted to 
bo thrown on the surface of backyards under 
drainage bye-lhw 35 of Ordinance 1 of 
1903, when certain. conditions are fulfilled 
in that bye-law.

. § Asalroady pointed out in No, 3, foul water 
ie only allowed in surface channels under cortain 
byo-laws and: conditions (ee bye-law 43 and 
clause 193 of Ordinance 1 of 1903), therefore 
LT contend that to compare the system at Caiue 
Road and Des Vaux Road Central as 
they have been mado with the  bye-law 35 of 
Ordinances 1 of 1903, undér which by-law 
the system wus not mado, bat under byo-law 
36 and 37, is wrong. ‘Tho trap referred to 
in byolaw 26 is the one in sketch (here follows 
sketch). The system introduced gives the 
authority as to whether foul water may or may 
not bo thrown out to the surfaco of a yard, for 
it is,impossible to say if oither one or the other 
will take place bofore the plans aro passed and 
the buildings oreoted and_oceupied, unless the 
systom ix tuken ago guide. As regards the 
Sanitiry Surveyor's .stutement re rainwater, 
he should have’ montioned rainwater from 
the surface of the yard os well as storm- 
water from the roof. This block. of 
buildiugs in Robinson Road mentioned in 
Question 4 has probubly been passed under bye- 
law 43, but this is dificult to say owing to the 
absence of the Sanitary Surveyor. These build- 
ings are built on the side of a hill and the yards 
may boon mado ground, and the probable sottle- 
ment of a covered drain might in the opinion of |- 
the Surveyor be less desirable than an oppn 
channel which is exposed, I can find nothing 
on the deposited plans of Robinson Road with 
regard to the trapped inlet at the ond of the 


block. 
6, Tho systems at Caine Road, Des Vooux 


Road Central, and Robinson Road in my opinion 
ave not contrary to the bye-laws; if the byo-laws 
and conditions under which they may have heen 
passed are accepted. ‘There may be great cause 
of complaint through the systems being wrongly 
used; and the remedy under tho present bye- 
laws is to stop any nuisance that niay occur 
under clause 26 of Ord. 1 of 1903. 

‘Mr, A. Bumjabn minuted:—" The Acting 
Surveyor practically admits that there are 
various systems of drainage adopted und ‘each 
systam complies with the law. I hope the 
members of the Boar ‘will inspect the houses 
in Robinson Road, Caine Road, and the block 
next to Caine Road nearing completion.” 


‘HOUSE DRAINAGE. 

Mr. RuMJAHN, pursuant to notice, moved -— 
“That a Select Committea be appointed to 
consider whether the various systems of house 
crainage adopted in this. Colony are in | 
accordance with tho law, and provided the shove 
is the case whother it would bo advisable to 
amend the drainago byo-laws at present in 
force,” During the past few years, he said, 
there had been introduced into the Colony at 
leastyeven different systems of house drainage 
ull of which had been certified by the Sanitary 
Surveyor as being in conformity with the 
He proposed to deal 
with only two. In the block of cight terraces 
houses in Cainv Road built lust year, although 
each yard had been provided with-—two- trap 
inlots and an underground drain, u surface 
channel ran over the covered drain carrying 
with it the sullage and other foul water from 
the houses and omptying into a trep placed 
at the end of the block. That system 
caused ou great nuisance aud endangered 
tho health of tho oceupiers, Mr. Bryan 
the Surveyor, in his report of 27th February 
last stated that the surface channol was intended 
to carry off the rainwater from one side of the 
roofs. "That statement was incorrect and should 
not huve beon made by a responsible official like 
the Surveyor: because tho rainwater from that 
side of the roofs was emptied into one of the 
traps in the yard. 

The Prxesipent—He corrected that; he 
moant the stormwater. 

Mr. Busan, proceeding, said that. the 
Acting Surveyor, Mr. Jackman, justified the 
existence of this chamicl and stated that scction 
43 of the bye-laws under Ordinance 1 ‘of 1903 
togethor .with’svotion 193 of that Ordinance 


gave authority by which slops and- foul water |- 


wore allowed to flow from house to house by 
means of an open channel under certuin con- 
ditions. . Section 43 made it clear that whenever 
the Board thought it undesirable to hava o 
covered drain in licu of 2 surface channel, then 
a surfice channel could be provided. But the 
Surveyor had forgotten that in the, very yard 
there was 2 covered drain below the sur- 
fave channel.

But here there was no sir- | 
faco channel provided. Both systems: could 
not comply with the bye-laws. There was an-' 
other block of six European houses at Rosehill’ 
facing Robinson Read. But here there was m0 
trop inlet in the underground drain but at the 
end of the block. .There.was only one surfaco 


obannol that carried awny all tho foul water, 
rainwater fromthoroof, indoed, overything fouled

SMALL-POX AT NAGABAKI, 

Correspondence was laid on the table’ relative 
to an outbreak of smiuall-pox at Nagasaki. , 

On 1th April Mr. R, de B, Lazard, British 
Consul at Nagasaki, wrote to tho Colonial 
Secretary hero that cases of small-pox had boon 
ocourring there since, February, lust, there 
having been ultogether 135 cases since the 18th 
of that month. The Japanese authoritios; 
however, were still issuing clean hills of health 
to ships leaving the port. 

In roply toa furthor telegram from Hong. 
kong of date 22nd April, enquiring how many 
cages had oceurrod within the lnat 48 hours, the 
Consul replied that on the 2lst 13 cases had 
ocourred and on tho 22nd 8. : 

Colonel Webb minuted :—* How long does it 
take in the ordinury course by stesmer to come 
here from Nagasaki?” . : 

The PRESIDENT stated that it took wbout 
six days to come from Nagasaki, “Ye added 
that the latest information from the Consul 
was that the opidemic was on the wano and 
therefore he did uot ‘think. any furthor action 
need be tuken. :
